Jet Shot Down 


A U. S. Navy Crusader jet 
was shot down over Communist 
territory and the pilot presumed 
killed, 
the 
American 
military 
spokesman reported. 


(In Washington, the Defense 
Department identified the Navy 
pilot as Cmdr. Doyle W. Lynn, 
La Mesa, Calif., and confirmed 
that he was killed. Doyle also 
was shot down June 7 while on 
a reconnaissance mission over 
Laos, but parachuted to earth 
and was recovered by helicop­ 
ter.) 


Two other Americans 
were 
killed yesterday in ground fight­ 
ing in South Viet Nam. 
The downed navy plane was 
one of more than 60 American 
and South Vietnamese aircraft 
which attacked North Vietnam­ 
ese highway bridges and mili­ 
tary barracks in a daylong se­ 
ries of raids. 


The spokesman said the Cru­

The spokesman said the sail­ 
or, Seaman Jim m y C. Stinnett 
of Cartersville, Va., was killed 
when the muzzle of a five-inch 
gun exploded during bombard­ 
ment of a Viet Cong strong­ 
hold in Binh Thuan Province.

sent a m essage to non-Commu- 
nist nations around the world 
Wednesday night accusing the 
United States of coercion in Do­ 
minican internal affairs. 


The attack on the U.S. inter­ 
vention in the Dominican crisis 
was signed by Arevalo Cedeno 
Valdez and Anibal Campagna as 
presidents of the Chamber of 
Deputies and Senate dissolved 
by the overthrow of President 
Juan Bosch in 1963. 


Sent to parliamentary leaders 
in the Western Hemisphere, Eu 
rope, the Middle East and Asia 
the m essage asked for support 
of the 
“ free and democratic 
parliam ents” of the world. It 
did not go to Cuba, Haiti, the 
Soviet Union or Red China. 


The cable said it was “ no 
longer a secret how the United

The White House announced 
that American forces evacuated 
6,514 persons from the Domin­ 
ican Republic, including 2,282 
U.S. citizens and 2,475 claiming 
Dominican origin.
